LOOK OUT TEACHERS.

Dr. Dixon Will Prosecute All Violators

of Vaccination Law.

Harrisburg, Feb. 24. State
Health Commissioner Samuel G.
Dixon, acting for the state depart-
ment ot health, will at once prose-
cute a number of teachers in dif-

ferent parts of the state who have
absolutely refused to comply with
the vaccination law and who in
defiance of this law are admitting
unvaccinated children to their
schools.

The attorneys for the depart-
ment have all their evidence in
hand for a number of these cases.
Health Commissioner Dixson has
also arranged to secure evidence
in all other cases where tho law
has been violated. In addition to
teachers, proceedings are to be
taken against school directorsand
others who have conspired to have
the law defied.

The commissioner stated that
every effort has been made to
point out to the teacher.? their
duty under the law. Ue has car-

ried on a vigorous campaign of
education.

Mild Winter Has Knocked the Bottom
Out of Prices.

Eggs are cheaper in McCon-

nellsburg now, .12 cents per doz-

en, than they have been at this
season of the year tor a number
of years.

The reason for the low price is,
of course, tho warm weather. It
is woll known that during cold
went her hens do not lay as fre-

quently ns i 1 tho warmer months;
indeed, a great many heus do not
lay at all in winter. To meet the
demand for eggs during these un-

productive periods, millions are
packed in cold storage, to be sold
at high prices in the winter.
When a very mild winter o :curs,
such as the present one, the hens
are much more productive, and
the cold storages stock ;s a drag
ou the market aud must bo sold
atxny price. Honco the low
prices of stornye eggs, which in
turn have brought down the pric-
es of fresh eggs.

The storage men are losing
money ou account of this condi-
tion of r. flairs, and those who deal
in fresh eggs' are not making
much. When the storage com-

panies bought their eggs last
summer and lall they were high
or thau they are now.
